8. Met with Hastings Wyman and Henry Herlong, 
in the office of Senator Strom Thurmond, and discussed our problems with 
the Ervin bill (S. 1438) which had just been ordered reported by the Judiciary 
Committee. I left with them documentary material spelling out our particular 
problems with the present version of the bill and our need for a complete 
exemption. 

Later, Mr. Herlong called me to say he had discussed the matter with 
Senator Thurmond who felt he could not persuade Senator Ervin to accept a 
complete exemption for the Agency but would like our proposal for certain 
limited exemptions. I said we appreciated the Senator's interest but in fact we 
had worked diligently with Ervin's staff to find mutually acceptable limited exemp- 
tions without success. I said 1 was afraid nothing less than a complete exemption 
would serve our purposes, and if this was not feasible I didn't think we should 
bother Thurmond by getting into a hassle with Ervin which would produce no useful 
results. I therefore suggested our best solution would be to shoot for an exemption 
in the House/Senate conference, since I thought we would get considerable support 
in the House side. Herlong agreed with this judgment. 
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1. [ Talked to Chairman James Eastland, 
Senate Judiciary Committee, and explained that we were much concerned 
over hearing that the Committee, in executive ses sion, had ordered the 
reporting out of the Ervin bill (S. 1438), which caused us serious problems. 
I showed the Senator a letter to Senator Ervin from the Director, dated 
21 May 1971, reiterating our request for a complete exemption. Senator 
Eastland replied that it was his impression that Senator Ervin had indicated 
to the Committee that the present bill was acceptable to all of the Federal 
agencies concerned. However, he called for a transcript of the full Committee 
discussion of the bill and on examination it appeared that Senator Ervin had 
not made this statement. Senator Eastland said the best thing we could do 
would be to try to get Senator Strom Thurmond, who had seconded the motion 
to report out the bill, to put a "hold" onit. Senator Eastiand explained that 
this would ensure that the bill would not be reported out during this session 
and give us time to "lobby"! among members of the Committee in an effort to 
get the Committee to report out an amendment. 

In response to my inquiry, Senator Eastland said it would be worth 
touching base with the following Committee members: Senators Burdick, 
Byrd, McClellan, Hruska, Scott, Fong, Cook and possibly Mathias. 

I showed Senator Eastland a copy of the Director's letter to Senator 
Ervin and the Senator commented "of course you must have an exemption. " 
tasked him if there was anything else he could do for us or suggest that 
we do. He said the only things he could recommend were that we take the 
matter up with Senator Thurmond and talk to several Committee members 
whom we thought would be sympathetic. 


2. eas In connection with the above, I went to Senator 
Strom Thurmond's office and, in his absence, talked to his Administrative 
Assistant Dan Carrison who introduced me to one of the Senator's staff members 
concerned with legislative matters, Henry Herlong. I explained our problem to 
Herlong and left with him a copy of the Director's letter to Senator Ervin of 
21 May 1971 repeating our request for a complete exemption. Herlong said he 
did not know what the Senator's reaction would be but he would raise the matter 
with him at the earliest opportunity. I said I would be back in touch with him 
the first of the week. Herlong said the Senator's staff assistant most familiar 
with the problem would be Mr. Hastings Wyman, who was out of town but would 
be in the office Monday and he would mention the matter to Wyman,

bill (5S. 1438) with Mr. Darrel St. Claire, Chief Clerk, Office of the Secretary 


of the Senate, who advised strongly against our trying to get the matter raised 
on the floor if we were unsuccessful in Committee, He said Senator Thurmond 
could probably get the matter reconsidered in the Judiciary Committee if he 
wished but warned that it would be hard to get anyone else to challenge Senator 
Ervin head-on in a matter in which Ervin is so deeply committed.

House Post Office and Civil Service Committee, and told him that the Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary has ordered S, 1438, the Ervin bill, reported. 
The bill hasn't been reported to the Senate as yet. I told him we had been in 
contact with the Committee staff and with the Chairman and other members of 
the Committee. We have been succes sful, we believe, in having the language 
in the Committee report deleted which stated, in effect, that the Committee 
amendments met with the approval of this Agency. This results from the fact 
that our Director's letter of 21 May 1971 may not have been considered when the 
bill came up before the Committee for consideration last month. Itis Mr. 
Smiroldo's opinion that we are lucky if we have achieved an amendment to the 
report which would be favorable to our position. He said that in his years in 
dealing with these people, he has found them most difficult. He does not feel 
that we need go any farther with the Senate Committee unless we have other 
problems. He will bring Mr. Martiny, Chief Counsel of the Committee, up- 
to-date when he returns to the city on Monday.

[Saas status of S 1438, the Ervin Bill, 
was discussed with Miss Marcia MacNaughton, Staff Member of Sub- 
committee on Constitutional Rights of the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
Miss MacNaughton stated that the bill had been voted on favorably without 
amendment in executive session by the Judiciary Committee but has not 
been reported out as the Committee report is still in draft. She stated 
the report would be the same as the report submitted to S 782, an identical 
bill, which was passed by the Senate in the previous Congress. I aked if 
the Director's letter of 21 May 1971 to Senator Ervin requesting a full 
exemption to $ 1438 would be noted in the report since the report to S 782 
contained a statement that the DCI accepted S 782 with the specific ex- 
emptions granted. Miss MacNaughton stated that the statement would be 
deleted; however, the Director's letter of 21 May would not specifically be 
mentioned. She expected the bill would be reported out within a few days 
and calendared for Senate vote. Miss MacNaughton was aware of the Agency's 
exemption and the President's broad authority to grant other exemptions 
in the House version. She felt the differences in House and Senate bills 
would be taken care of in conference. Mr. Richard Barton, Staff Assistant 
of Subcommittee on Employee Benefits, House Committee on Post Office 
and Civil Service, was subsequently called, and he was aware of the status 
of S.1438,. He felt that Senator Ervin will probably seek an early Senate vote 
and the bill will pass. The Hanley Bill (the House version of the Ervin Bill) 
will not be considered by the House Post Office and Civil Service .Committee 
until the early part of the next session.
